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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to applicant's amendments submitted 15 May 2007. 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on 15 May 2007. These drawings are accepted by 
the examiner as overcoming the drawing objections and enablement rejection of claims 
1-20, in combination with the amendments to the specification which further describe 
the figures. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: a needle with 
a non-circular diameter in combination with a clip with resilient legs lacks antecedent 
basis in the specification. The non-circular diameter is only shown in combination with 
the inwardly protruding flange (See Figs 11-13) 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1,2,6-9, and 11-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Lemieux (US Re 34^41 6). 

Lemieux teaches a catheter introducer comprising a needle (12, 20) with a groove (50); 
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a protector (30) including a clip (generally 32 having a resilient leg (34); a catheter 
assembly (15,18) with retainer (39, 1 8) and washer 44. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 3,4,5,10 and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 15 May 2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant has argued that the clip (30, Figs 4-6) of Lemieux is not mounted in the hollow 
protector member. The hollow protector member is in the sleeve portion (32) and the 
clip portion is leg or flange 34. See Fig 4 for the portion of the clip which extends into 
the hollow protector and engages with indent 50 in the needle (in Fig 6). The term 
"mounted" is interpreted broadly and it is clear that the clip is connected to the resilient 
leg. Regarding claim 2, see Fig 4. As to claim 9, a "bridge" as no structure as claimed, 
and could be any portion of the hollow member. As to claim 19, the portion of clip legs 
34 extending beyond the walls of the tubular sheath 32 "extend beyond" the tubular 
sheath. It is noted that the needle guard 30 is specifically described as "made of a 
flexible material" which the examiner takes to meet the requirement of resilient.
